Tuese are Mr. D’ Ancvers’s‘Words: Can there be 
plainer or ftronger to induce the People to believe, 
that we are great Lofers by the Revelut on? Hath he 
not determined the Queftion againit the Revolution ? 
and affirmed, that to the antient Power of Prerogative, 
was fuperadded a may and formidable Power of Places 
and Offices ; fo that our /a/? State was worfe than the 
firft; and the Prince of Orange brought us into a Con- 
dition more fatal to our Liberties than King Fames 
left us. This is plainly his Meaning ; mfamous 
Meaning indeed ! 

In anfwer to all this, I have fhewn, to Demon- 
ftration, that thofe particular Points of Prerogative, 
which were expve/ly mentioned in the Bill of Rights, and 
which were adwally fet afide at the Revolution, con- 
tained all that mifchievous kind of Prerogative, which 
caufed the loud and juft Complaints of former Times ; 
and that it wasfo far from being true, as Mr. D’An- 
vers aflerted, that the greateft Part of the antient 
Prerogative is ftill fubfifting, that no Part of it is ftill 
fubfifting ; that is, no Part of that illegal, deftruttive 
Prerogative, which was the fole Reafon of all the pub- 
lick Complaints of former Days, and of the glorious 


Man would have eafily feen, had Mr. D’ Anvers been 
fo honeft, asto have put all the Powers that commonly 
paffed for Prerogatives before the Kevolution, in one 
Column, anid all the Prerogatives that are ftill fubfifing, 
in another Column ; then the Reader would have 
fen, that all the Prerogatives which were Jnconfiftent 
with our Conftirution, and which rendered ail the 
Laws of England entirely ulelefs, were abolifhed by 
the Bill of Rights ; and, that the Revolution re- 
deemed us from all that Power of the Crown whic 

had been fo dreadful to our Civil and Religious Rights, 
and placed usin a fecure State of Law and Liberty. 

This, therefore, was the true original Queftion be- 
tween Mr. D’ Anvers and me; Whether we get or loft 
by the Revolution? and not whether qwe got as much as 
we might, had we been as Wife and Honef as we 
ought to have been? That is another Queftion, which 
I thall referve for another Opportunity: At prefent,

Tuat the Crown, before the Revolution, had 
loft all thofe Lands, and were deprived of all thofe 
natural Dependancies created by military Tenures, which 
the ancient Kings of England poflefied ; and at the 
Revolution, it was, by Law, deprived of all thofe 
mifchievous Powers, which commonly paffed for Prero- 
gatives till that Time ; and which moft of our Princes, 
not excepting Queen Elizabeth herfelf, made fo ter- 
rible an Ufe of, that ‘twould make the Heart of 
every Man who loves Liberty, tremble at the 
Repetition of the Cruelties committed by certain 
Courts, and certain Prerogatives, which fome called 
Legal, ond others /ilegal. All which (God be thank’d) 
are now at an End, and weare as fecure of our Li- 
berties,.as the Laws of our Country, and the Virtue 
of our People can make us ; and more fecure we can 
never be. The Revolution has ftrongly guarded us 
againtt the Power of the Crown ; fo ftrongly, that it 
can’t hurt us qwithont our own Confent, and this was 
all we qwanted, and all we wifbed ; we wanted only 
a Government by Law, and Parliaments to defend us 
againft the Crown: Well, we have them ; and now 
we want fomething to defend us againft Parliaments ; 
what's that 2? Why, ourfelves ; and who fhall defend 
us againit ourfelues? For our wife and honeft Selves 
may Err, as well as our Reprejentatives; how ridi- 
culous then is this political Prating ! The Truth is 
this, the Revolution was not intended to make the 
People wife and virtuows (no, they muft do that them.

H B fame Letters from China, which bronght 
the Account of the Death of the Chinele Em- 
or Yong Tchin, who died the 7th of OGober 
aft at Pekin aged 54, fay, that the King of Ton- 
quin is alfo dead, and fucceeded in the Throne by 
his ;th Brother, who was no fooner crowned, but he 
chaftiz'd feveral Grandees of the Kingdom, who 
during the Reign of his Brother, ftirred up many 
Perfecutions againft the Chriftians, tho’ in the Sen- 
tences they pafled upon them of Death and Banith- 
ment, they concealed the real Caule and pretended 
others. The Miffionarics of the Order of St. Do- 
minic, from whom the‘e Advices come, fay, that they 
now perform their Funétions quictly, and that the 
Chriftians are not fo much perfecuted in that, as in 


the other Provirices ; and they promife themfelves, 


that the Miflionarics who were imprifoned, banifhed, 
or fied to the Mountains during the Reign of the 
late Emperor of China, who was a continual Per- 
fecutor of the Chriftians ever fince 1722, when he 
began his Reign, will be releais’d, recall’d, and re- 
liev’d, -by the Clemency of his Succeflor, and 4th 
Son the prefent Emperor. ge 
The following Piece is publithed at Madrid, which 
is intituled a Faith{ul Account of the Origin of the Mif- 
underftanding between the Spanifb Government of Buenos 
_ Ayres, and the Portuguese Colony of St.Sacrament, taken 
from authentick Relations, which the Court received 
from Buenos Ayres by the laft Ship that arrived from 
thence at Cadiz. 
‘In the Articles of Accommodation concerted 
lately at Madrid by the Mediating Powers for re- 
conciling the Courts of Spain and Portugal ; the 
3d fuppo‘s Hoftilities already committed in Ame- 
rica. The Publick, who was ignorant of the true 
Reafon of them, was naturally inclined to think 
that they were owing to the Court of Spain's Difgut 
with the Conduét of M. de Belmonte ; which is a 
Miftake, or an Impofition that ought, in Juftice, 
to be cleared up. The Quarrels in America are of 
a greater Latitude, and on the Part of Spain, have 
no manner of Relation to the Affair of that Por- 
tuguefe Gentleman at Madrid. Every body knows 
what was —~ in America to Portugal, by the 
sth and 6th Articles of the Treaty of Utrecht, 
betwixe Spain and Portugal, dated the 6th of 
February 1315, which was a Treaty fo much in 
favour of te Portuguefe, as would incline every 
Man to think, that they would reckon it their Ad- 
vantage tooblerve it: Neverthelefs, ever fince the 
Year 1721, Spain has been forced to complain of 
the Ufurpations of the Portuguefe in that Country. 
The Court of Lisbon cannot yet have forgot the 
Remonftrances and repeated Complaints which 
have been made to it upon more Occafions than 
one. The Governor of Buenos Ayres made the 
fame Complaints to the Governor 
St. Sacrament; and Reprefentations . were made 
both in Europe and America, which were alike un- 
fuecefsful. : a Sa omgeind 
* The Ufe which the Portugue ‘d 
Countries, is even more intolerable than the Uiar- 
tion itfelf. *T'iscomputed, that during the laft 
car, above 40 Foreign Ships were laden with 
Contraband Goods, which Article alone, is enough 
to ruin the Commerce of the Spaniards intirely. Is 
it a Wonder then, that the Governor of Buenos 
* Ayres fhould not fit ftill and unconcerned, to fee 
* the Decay of a Province committed to his Care ? 
* This Officer perceiving that no Regard was had to 
* his Reprefentations, was obli to feize what the 
‘ fe had ufurp'd ; his View in fo doing, 
* was to put a Stop to their unlawful Commerce. The 
p Governor of Colony - St. ay em took this 
in great , and made it neceflary to take
